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Rebuilding and resurfacing 
secondary Highway 580 from 
Carstairs to Cremona was named 
as a priority for 1997 by county 
councillors in their last regular 
meeting on August 28. The 
project is listed under the Sec¬ 
ondary Highway Partnership 
Program which maintains a 75/ 
25 percent cost sharing ratio be¬ 
tween the province and the mu¬ 
nicipality. Already completed 
under the program is a second 
seal coat on just under six kilo¬ 
metres of secondary Highway 
582 east of Highway 22. Under 
the same program, two miles of 
base and double seal coat have 
been completed on 
secondaryHighway 791 north 
of Highway 27 to the county 
boundary with an additional 
three miles having the pit-run 
stage completed. Tenders on 
work on the Dog Pound Bridge 
will open September 10 with the 
approved contractor to be an¬ 
nounced at the September coun¬ 
cil meeting. 

A contract awarded to 
Sandstar Corporation is ex¬ 
pected to get under way in the 
first part of September. This 
project involves pavement over¬ 
lay on secondary Highway 582 
east of Didsbury to the Highway 
2 overpass. 

Projects under the federal/ 
provincial cost sharing infra¬ 
structure program include sev¬ 
eral base, or base and chip im¬ 
provements. Two sections of 
Bergen Road have been com¬ 
pleted, with a third on Pankow 
road scheduled to be completed 
by press time. Three miles of 
base work along the Water Val¬ 
ley Golf Course Road is sched¬ 
uled for completion in Septem¬ 
ber, as is a project involving two 
miles of base and chip on a sec¬ 
tion of the Eagle Hill Road. 

Bridge work, including 
Crooked Creek, Ten Mile Cou¬ 
lee, Water Course # 9806 and 
Rosebud River are all scheduled 
to be completed before the end of 
the year. A delay in plans to 
begin work on a railway crossing 
warning system west of the Ca¬ 
nadian 88 plant caused county 
council to put allocated funds of 
$20,625 into a reserve account 
with federal approval anticipated 
in 1997, and a 1998 installation 
date tentatively named.

When my husband was a little boy he thought that all 
Norwegian newspapers smelled like cardamom. The reason 
for this, was that at least once a year, Grandma Mortensen 
slipped some tissue wrapped cardamom into the roll of 
Stavanger newspapers that she sent to her family in Canada. 
Cardamom is an essential ingredient in "yulebrod" (Christ¬ 
mas bread) and in the nineteen thirties it was a fairly exotic 
item in rural Alberta. Not even the Raleigh Man carried it. 

There were cartoons and comic strips in the newspapers 
and Ralph would get his mom to translate them for him. 
Often they were American strips, like the Katzenjammer 
Kids, and by the time they had been translated into 
Norwegian and then back into English they had lost some¬ 
thing, but it was a nice cosy family time and for all of his life 
the smell of cardamom has made Ralph think of newspapers. 

In about 1928 Grandma Mortensen sent a larger than 
usual roll of reading material and inside it were some dry 
little sticks with a bit of root attached. They were Black 
Currant canes from her garden and I don't know if they 
soaked them first or just stuck them in the ground but some 
of them grew and their descendants are still here on the farm 
and in family gardens as far away as Pincher Creek and 
Ottawa. 

The currants have not been an unqualified success. Our 
summers are too hot and dry, the winters too cold and dry, 
the Chinooks start them growing too early and they are 
prone to insects. Maybe if we wrapped them in burlap every 
winter and sprayed them in the bud stage and again as the 
berries are forming and mulched the roots or something. 
But we don't and they do well or not according to the season. 
This was one of their good years. 

My daughter brought the best part of an ice-cream 
bucket of black currants into the kitchen. 

"There are lots more," she said. "Do you want them?" I 
hesitated. I had about 200 other things that needed doing 
and the prospect of making more jelly did not immediately 
gladden my heart, but certainly I couldn't let them go to 
waste. "Sure," I told her. "I will use them." Kirsten had to go 
back to Calgary but my sisters-in-law Marie and Alice came 
the next morning and finished picking the currants. I had 
a little better than a gallon and I put the washed berries in 
a big kettle, covered them with water and brought them to 
a boil. As they boiled they spat deep purple specks onto the 
stove, the floor, and me. I wiped up the specks with a scrap 
from a worn T-shirt because I know what currant juice does 
to your dish cloth. They boiled for a long time, there were 
i a lot of specks. 

In order to get really clear, "award winning" jelly one 
must strain the fruit pulp through a colander and a jelly 
cloth. I covered my cone shaped colander with last years jelly 
cloth stained brown from crabapple juice and set it up on 
. it's own little legs. Carefully, carefully I lifted the boiling 
fruit pulp to a trivet on the counter and began spooning the 
almost black pulp into the colander. It was beastly slow and 
i when I had enough dipped from the kettle that it looked 
! manageable I poured the rest. It splashed a lot and I needed 
a larger cloth to wipe down the cupboard doors and the 
I counter. 

t For a couple of minutes a lovely dark stream of juice 
flowed into the bowl but it slowed to a trickle and then a 
drip. The jelly cloth balooned and beaded up. Too heavy a 
cloth for this pulp. I would have to change cloths. I began 
dipping pulp back into the kettle but soon lost patience and 
poured the rest. It splashed the counter, cupboard doors 
and floor. I wiped and swore. A lot of pulp remained in the 
old cloth. I closed the neck of the cloth with my left hand and 
squeezed with my right. Jets of juice bounded off the 
cupboard doors, the walls and me. I wiped frantically with 
whatever was at hand. 

I have six bottles of perfectly beautiful jelly, two quarts 
of blackberry cordial, just like Marilla made in Anne of 
Green Gables, some really horrible looking dishcloths and 
pot holders and ten purple fingernails. When the Black 
Currants have another good year I will certainly make jelly 
but I hope it's not anjrtime soon.

So....now 
what's to eat?

With more 
than a decade's worth of teaching experi¬ 
ence, Rothert now offers tips and recipes for 
today's busy family. 

Bagged lunches...oh boy ! What? That’s not your reaction ? I 
know, to most of us, they’re just one of those necessary evils of life 
we must endure and to some of us, they’re something not to be 
bothered with ! 

If we plod along and make them, we can save money and calo¬ 
ries. Eating out or relying on convenience foods all the time defi¬ 
nitely adds up money and calorie-wise ! The trick is to make time 
to make the lunches and make them interesting enough to actu¬ 
ally look forward to lunchtime. I’ve put together some ideas and 
guidelines for Bagged Lunch Construction: 

Step 1 - Invest in a good insulated lunch bag that you like the 
look of along with some reusable plastic containers. 

Step 2 - Decide on the best time in the evening to make lunches 
- who wants to face that in the morning rush ? If you can, make 
what you can on the weekend - cookies, sandwich fillings, snacks 

Step 3 - Enlist the help of family members in any or all of the 
process - they’re more likely to eat the lunch if they know all the 
hard work that goes into preparing. 

Step 4 - Remember the 4 Food Groups as you assemble items in 
the lunch. 

Step 5 - Make sure there’s something in the bag to keep food 
cold when needed - partially frozen juice works and conserves space, 
so ice pack isn’t needed. 

Here’s a quick snack to include: 


Recess Pick-Me-Up 

1 c. small cheesy crackers 
3 c. various crispy, crunchy cereals 
1 c. mini-pretzels 

1 pkg. dry Ranch-style dressing mix 
1/3 c. warm Canola oil 

1. Place first three ingredients in a thick paper bag. 

2. Mix the dressing mix into the oil and pour over the mixture 
in the bag. 

3. Close the bag and shake gently to thoroughly mix the con¬ 
tents. 

4. Keep the mixture stored in a covered container in the fridge. 

*»***Makes 5 cups of snack mix. Place 1 cup in a ziplock 
bag to add to a lunch. 

Tip of the week: Experiment with snack mixtures - fruits, 
yogurt, Jell-O, pudding, cheeses, veggies, dips. Just be sure 
they’re nutritious !

Get rich Quick from a 
chain letter 


With so many get rich quick schemes we should all be wealthy people. The 
Bureau has been made aware of an old scheme that has resurfaced. Chain 
letters promise wealth, health and money. Chain letters regardless of 
their purpose are illegal in Canada in any form. When there is no exchange 
of a tangible product or service for money, it is known as a pyramid 
scheme. A chain letter works in a very simple manner. You are given step 
by step instructions and are told it is simple, legal, and that it is not a 
pyramid scheme or a chain letter. These statements are not true. Anyone 
participating in a chain letter is in violation of the law, and can be charged. 
Chain letters appear on an infrequent basis and the appeal is varied. This 
latest chain letter, Money Tree Marketing Group, is operating out of the 
Calgary area and lists individuals involved in the scheme throughout 
Alberta. It implies it is written by a lawyer therefore must be legal. Besides 
you only have to send $5 to five people, and in return you will make 
thousands. Bottom line is that it is illegal and by becoming involved you 
risk being charged.

Her favorite meal was a Pa¬ 
risian Christmas Dinner. How 
did the food taste?

Those dangerous sports babes

Picture this. 

Somewhere in Alberta a 
farmer is finished combining his 
canola. He flips a few switches on 
his home computer and instantly 
he's connected. He reviews the 
latest prices and the capacity of 
carriers to deliver on time to a 
buyer halfway round the world. 

In the farmhouse his wife 
hooks up, too. She spends fifteen 
minutes paying bills and recon¬ 
ciling the bank account. The time 
she saves enables her to pursue a 
pet project - downloading a multi- 
media package for her children's 
lessons. 

Seems like something out of 
Star Trek. But the technology to 
accomplish such feats already ex¬ 
ists, and it should radically change 
the way Canadians live and con¬ 
duct business. Unfortunately, 
this future is stalled as federal 
regulators try to choke off access 
to the new information age. 

On July 8, the Canadian Radio 
and Television Commission 
(CRTC) convened hearings in 
Ottawa, in part to consider appli¬ 
cations from satellite services to 
deliver instant signals across the 
country by the magic of digital 
compression. 

Starting out in the 1930's as 
the Board of Broadcast Governors 
this archaic bureaucracy has 
fought remorselessly to delay 
every innovation the information 
revolution has delivered to the 
world. When it's not busy forbid¬ 
ding things, the CRTC devotes 
itself to protecting the established 
telecommunications providers 
from competition. 

Unsurprisingly, the cable-TV 
industry long ago cosied up to the 
regulator to obtain protection 
from interlopers. Last December, 
despite lots of available airwave 
space, the agency turned down 
applications from four Christian 
groups seeking permission to air 
their programs. 

Last week these "culturecrats" 
were in Calgary to decide for 
Albertans which of two applicants 
would be licensed to provide a 
new television network in the 
province. They may decide that 
we don't need one at all, no mat¬ 
ter what we viewers think or want. 

The cable kings also oppose 


the new direct-to-home satellite 
service. Unlike the healthy, com¬ 
petitive US sector, the nascent 
Canadian industry can't develop 
its markets until our regulatory 
nanny nods her old, gray head. 
Meanwhile hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of Canadians, law or no law, 
have already bought into Ameri¬ 
can satellite services. 

What makes the snail's pace 
for approval so pointless is that it 
is inevitable. The CRTC can’t stop 
or control the technology. Re¬ 
member the battles over long-dis¬ 
tance competition? It couldn't be 
stopped, and the long delay in 
legalizing it only meant that Ca¬ 
nadians paid much more than 
necessary to the telephone mo¬ 
nopolies. 

More than a year ago the CRTC 
promised the federal cabinet more 
choice for Canadians. Deluged 


with complaints from consumers, 
it promised to break the cable 
monopolies by expediting the de¬ 
livery of TV programming over 
telephone lines. 

But the nabobs were only toss¬ 
ing crumbs to a frustrated public. 
Just two months later they came 
down with an astonishing ruling: 
Canadian content must be deliv¬ 
ered to consumers through Cana¬ 
dian satellites, while American 
content must run via U.S. equip¬ 
ment. The result? Any revenues 
Canadian broadcasters and movie 
makers might have realized from 
selling their wares down south 
went bye-bye. Our creative types 
lost their biggest market. 

The same applies to satellites. 
Companies here have been sell¬ 
ing small dishes anyway, praying 
for a favorable ruling. Two weeks

The grizzly bear population of 
Waterton Lakes National Park 
and the adjoining Castle Wilder¬ 
ness is in trouble, according to 
the Castle-Crown Wilderness 
Coalition of Pincher Creek. The 
loss of seven grizzlies this past 
spring is far in excess of the mor¬ 
tality level of one bear per year 
which is considered sustainable 
for the population. 

One of the seven bears was 
killed by a hunter during the 
spring bear season. The remain¬ 
ing six, including three small cubs, 
were removed from the area by 
Fish and Wildlife officers when 
they caused problems on neigh¬ 
bouring ranches. 

Of the three adults live- 
trapped and removed, two had 
each killed a young calf. One of 
these bears was a female without 
cubs. The second female and her 
three cubs were removed for eat¬ 
ing spilled grain from a leaking 
granary. They enlarged the hole 
to get at more of the grain. 

Two of the bears were trans¬ 
ferred to places in the Rockies 
north of Banff and their return to 
southwestern Alberta is highly 
unlikely. The female and cubs 
were moved into the Upper 
Oldman and may eventually re¬ 
turn, although that is uncertain. 
All are considered lost as far as 
the Waterton-Castle population 
is concerned, and are counted as 
dead bears by the Coalition in 
calculating mortality rates. 

Particularly devastating is the 
fact that two of the trapped bears 
were females. Productive females 
are most valuable to the popula¬ 
tion and are difficult to replace 
because of the low reproductive 
rate of the species. Female griz¬ 
zlies do not bear young until about 
six years of age and are only capa¬ 
ble of reproducing at two to three 
year intervals thereafter. 

Sheppard and other environ¬ 
mentalists call southwestern Al¬ 
berta a "black hole" for grizzly 
bears. "Bears wander into the 
area," says Sheppard, "and simply 
disappear. Biologists call this a 
mortality sink. It's only immigra¬ 
tion from healthier parts of the 
Crown of the Continent Ecosys¬ 
tem in Montana and B.C. that 
keeps our population going.” 

"Closing the back country to 
off-road vehicles, logging, and 
other industrial activities will 
reverse the fragmentation of habi¬ 
tat in the Castle Wilderness and 
provide some secure habitat for 
bears and other wildlife" states 
Sheppard. "Waterton is too small 
by itself to sustain grizzly bears. 
This becomes clear when you re¬ 
alize that the average home range 
of a male grizzly is about 500 km 
squared or roughly the size of 
Waterton." 

Sheppard recommends a "sec¬ 
ond-chance" policy for bears that 
cause damage. "The cost of com¬ 
pensating the rancher for another 
dead calf is small in comparison 
to the cost of moving the bear to 
northern Alberta. Can't bears be 
given a second chance? I believe 
Montana has such a policy al¬ 
ready." There may also be gains to 
be made through changes in 
ranch management. "Some ranch¬ 
ers don't seem to have many prob¬ 
lems, while their neighbours have 
all kinds of trouble. This seems to 
be partly due to different man¬ 
agement strategies." 

In the coming months, the 
Coalition hopes to work more 
closely with ranchers and govern¬

ment agencies to find better ways of 
accommodating grizzly bears on pri¬ 
vate lands. 

The Coalition is firmly opposed to 
the continued hunting of Alberta 
grizzly bears. "The population is al¬ 


ready at great risk due to habitat loss 
and fragmentation," says Sheppard. 
’It seems ridiculous to expose bears 
to additional risk by allowing hunt¬ 
ing to continue. The population sim¬ 
ply can’t sustain it."
